Tax on a Wife's Salary 


Married women without young children are being count­ 
ed on to relieve much of the manpower shortage in the pres­ 
ent defense emergency. Even the wife whose husl>and gets 
a good salary could be attracted by the high wages and 
salaries open to women these days. 
At the same time, the 
working wife will keep in mind how much of a cut the Federal 
income tax will take out of her pay envelop or salary check. 
Here, for instance, is a wife who takes a job that pays 
her $67.50 a week. Suppose that her husband earns $5500 a 
year, that neither of them has any other income or a de- 
jK*ndent. and that they file a joint return taking the standard 
deductions. 
Well, the income tax under the new rates proposed by 
Federal Administration would be $JH)0 a year if the only 
family income were the husljand's salary. The tax would rise 
to $1700— $800 ($15.25 a week) more— after the wife takes 
that job. 
In other words, the higher tax reduces her $67.50 
gross to $52.25 a week, net, as far as the total family in­ 
come is concerned. 
Here is a wife who takes a job at $10 a week. 
lf her 
husband has an excellent position paying $8900 a year, the 
income tax under the Administration-proposed rates would 
)>e $550 more because of the wife’s income. 
Her $40 a week 
is reduced to a little less than $30. net. 
Then if the part­ 
time job develops into one paying $100 a year, the additional 
income tax reduces the $400 to about $2700, net. And all this 
takes no account of any state income tax. 
Also, the working wife has outlays for transportation, 
lunch, probably clothing and laundry, perhaps some addition­ 
al maid service, that she would not have as a stay-at-home 
wife. So if she decides to lake a job in this emergency she 
will probably lie influenced not only by the money but also 
by the patriotic principle of the thing. 


Babies Don't Vote 
The ways of legislative agencies often are strange. And 
one of the strangest is the blockade in the ^tate Senate's 
Judiciary Genera! Committee of three hills to give babies 
a square deal in adoptions. 
, 
These bills were drafted after long investigation and 
careful consideration. Their object is to wipe out the black 
markets and gray markets in babies and to set up some kind 
of standard for adoptions. 
Another purpose is to make it |>ossihIe for worthy cou­ 
ples to adopt children, with protection for both children and 
foster-parents against haphazard adoptions. 
The need and the remedy both have been estabbslied by 
toe legislature’* own study agency, the Joint State Govern* 
ment Commission. 
The bills now bottled up in committee 
conform with that commission’* findings. 
The adoption bills have been endorsed by many and 
powerful organizations—the American legion, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Annet*. Federation of Women’s Clubs, Cham­ 
bers of Commerce, I IO, A.F. of I, , Kiwanis and Lions clubs, 
among others. 
Still the bills re-»t in committee. 
And the finger points 
to Chairman A. Evans Kephatt, Philadelphia Republican. 
as the factor blocking them. 
There is no |ruhiic explanation of why Mr. Kephart sit* 
on the bills, or what forces in iii* home district of Phila­ 
delphia oppose them. 
Best guess is that professional social workers in the 
Eastern city, because of their objections to details of tile 
plan, are op in in g the whole effort to improve adoption pro­ 
cedure.
